MISSIONS TO THE MASSES,
A Lecture Dallvered on Saturday Even
ing, st the Musical Fusd Hall.

On Suturday eveniog thoe Iarge Masical Fond
was crowded with people gathered Lo hear Rov.
Pr, Hall, of Burtey Chapel, London, deliver his
legture on *Missions to the Musses "

Preceding the lecture the nudience sang two
verses of the mmilinr hymu, “All hail the power
of Jesus' name," aod wos afterwords Lod in
prayer by Hev. Dr. March, of this city, George
H, Btuat, Tsg.,, In a few spproprinte
remarks introduced Hev, Dr. Hall, who was
reeelved with great enthusinsm,

Dr. Hall, in commonelng, spoke of the rela-
tions of the mother coan'ry and America
dunng the war, and rewssarted, what has beeome
well known, that the great masses of the prople
who could sppreciate the iberty of a country
such as ours were dlrcady in sympathy with us;
rejoleing et our success, wnd sorrowful al our
revosses, But the pubject for the evenlug was
“Misslons to the Masses," a very comprabensive
Litle. He was 10 epeuk to-night of efforis to do
good to the great masees of the peopls. He
had vot come to instrace Americans how to
evangelize, lor nothing lind falerested him more
during his stay In this country than to observe
the zeal of the Christian Charch In evangeliziog
the greut masses who were without the pale of
the Christian Chureh,

It 18 not, then, spid Dr, Huall, that T come 1o
r\w you Instruction or stimalus In pressing on
o this work, But | have apgesred belore you
with a subject in which I was assured that you
bad already engraved your svmpathies. There
are muny opportunities ol Christian etfort! in
gounection with which I am sure you Inr exceed
thoee of other countries. I may refer to the
Public Schools, We bave nothing in the way of
public instruction compurable to your Pablic
Nehool syBlem. We have been greatly mis-
taken! Nome'sald, “*We caunot have education
for the masees of the people wniess that edoen-
tion Is religlous, aud if it is religious it must ba
ecclesinstionl 1Y And, therefors, popular edoca-
tion, to » gront degree, became seotarion.  Be-
cause when the people say “you oan't have
education without reniglon, and religion withoat
ohurch orgunization, thet brings education into
the sectariun system: and ressliing fiom this
we have pow no elllcient pencral system of
education. What I have observed with deep in-
tereet in America s the way you follow the
publie with the school and the ehurch, with the
micsionary and the teacher, (b Is, indeed, n

ood example to be followed all over the world,

hen, your churches snd your publi¢ schools
are free, One sect does not govern the entire
system. This suctarinn system I feel 1o be mosi
ivjurlous to the cbusch and school itsell. It
reépresses the voluntary zeal of 1he members—
thelr liberality—and cvery churen sullers by
such government and support,

I rejolse to see the energy with which the
voluntary principle In Americs, is carned on,

Then, again, in London we have 4 manifosta-
tlon of that which opeeds great improvement,
The rich people go off into the rica suburbs,
and they leave the poor hundreds of thousands
by thenieelves, Bo that those who need help
knve no people uear to help them, And thas
the two clpsses ave far removed from one an-
other, We bhave no clhurches where the two
clusees meet, and where we chn sec the illustra-
tion of \be true fdes:—"The rien and poor meot
togother, and the Lord is the Maker of them

a\ll" As soon as persons goet a little money,
thoy mwove off into the subarba, leaving
the poor to 1take care of themselyes,
It i8 u bhad (tbing for you, Christinn

ladics and Christian brethren, if you have never
entered Lhe houses of the poor, or sat at the bed-
Elde of a sick brother or mwter; never found
yoursell amoug clnsses o f litlle, poverty-stricken
children, jotench them right thingaand the Holy
Word; never have foand yourselves in the lower
laces of your city, o drew in the poor children
0 the Bunday School: I ssy it 1s 1 bad thing for
ou ifyou hiave never had any pastoral ?untac!.
3y the shnke of your hand, or & loving leok of
iour aye, among those who ave less fuvored by
‘rovidence 1han yourself, and o feel that in
Epite of the differences of social standiag, yon
are brother and sister in the pume of the Lord
Jesus Christ |

Then 1 want to eay somethiog about your
Youug Men's Christian Associntions. You sur-

seen the associations In Chicago, New York, and
Philadelplia, and must sy that we have nothing
like them in our country, I see the lmportaues
of doing just what you are doing with such

reat suecess—nol slmply providing yourselves
10 enrish the minds of those who are broueht
in, by njknowleédge of our Saviour, bat to pro-
vide the stranger with & home, and to got for
bim excellent accommodations in the way of
logmg and board,

Jdofug o grest work, 1 have uot had the oppor-
tunity ol visits abont Philndelphia as yet, t’mt |
huve been in New York. lo London every mis-
Blonury bas one purt of s district, aud be must
Dol po outof thet distriet, nor must any other
misstopsry go loto nls distriet, In New York it
Is different,” Every missionary is encouraged to
presch wherever he cun gather the peopls to-
gether.  They establish mbsslonary oliapels.
But our misslonurles, three or four hundred, are
simply engaged to go trom house to bouse in
their sepnente distriots aud remd the Soriptures.

A lrge restaurant 1s opened in Regent street:
—n anp;lnr 8 prepared for 12 o'clock at night;
girle without friends, wandereras through the
world without hope—are invited 1o} sometimes
there ure hundreds of those who sork Invita
fiond to come in, There they arce ted, aud
talked kindly to, and asked to retorm. 1 re
wember well one of these scenes last winter—
I paw three sume kind of wirls come in to the
number of 1560 or 200; they sat down at well pro-
vided tables; their behavior was very sppro.
priate in almost every case; a number of kiud
Christian gentlemen and ladies would #it down
with them at the tables, and then would enter
into & kind conversation with thom—not neces-
surily reterring to thelr pecaliar elrcumstanoss,
for they knew well enongh what they were
But their conversation waa fraught with kind
and sympathizing words, ontil they had gaiped
the attention of the girls, and noslly their pro-
mise lo stop in their course, or at least s pro-
nijee to oall agnin, These girls rapge from 12 1o
13 up to 30 and 40 years. In asking them
about their lives, we find that many had
been Bunday Schooal acholnrs, I remember
on #nother occasion, thut we had one of these
meetings; a hymn was given out aud sung, a
prayer was oflered, au address was delivered,
aud then we ssked them eseriously abont the
need of n reform—that they should become
better persons; some of them would laueh, but
the most would ery.  They were asked if they
wiuld vot like 1o go to good homes. Therd
were carrisges wadting to take them, theo and
there, to good places.  You shounld have seen
how many lingered about the room; there they
were, between life and death, and conld not
make up their minds which to necept,  Somes
times, aiter painfol hesitation, off they went in
the eurrents of sin again, but nlways there were
some poor oues who were glad to accept the
nroffered homes and bpeome belter porsons
thereatter.  Thin is w great work.  Such places
should be énlarged, for niany a reformation i
elflected and many & restoration i= made of the
cinui-lncrn of respectable inmilies to their homes
ugain.

It is very much lnmented in our country that

the artienn closs, as u class, are allennted from
the house ol God. Notabove two orthree in
the bundred regulurly nitend nny plaoe of wor-
#bip, and these are those persons who are not
#0 very poor, such as tailors, bricklayers,
musovs, e, It is very lamentable that there
fire but two or four In & hundred who 2o to
chiurch,
This fact wia a subject of much comment
among the clergymen, nnd | meeting was pro-
posed between them aud this class who did not
attend church, to tell them where they might
be misteken in their views, Such s meeling
wae held, and they platuly told s thut the reg-
son they did not attend worship was “that they
did not believe in cur religion,” 1don’t kuow
how this may counpare with you in your mis-
slons 1o the musscs as regards theoretionl ing-
delity,

I remember one tme of getting Into a discus-
sion on inuddelity, in the nelghborhood of my
church, one Sunday afterncon, I found assem-
bled there nbout one bundred and Afty working-
men. When I entered I was recognlged, and
somewhal 1o my surprise | was recetved with o
good deal of eheering, und every mauifestation
of enthusinsm, Well, 1 sat and listened to a
gentleman fo the desk speaking. He told them
that be hud studied the Bible for twenty years,
und he had come to the cbnclusion thut It was
entirely fabulous, from the fact, said he, that it
presepis three incomprebensibles: and one of
thewe incomprebensibles was the very cruel in-
Junction o the Bible about & man haviog his ear
put against 8 door, aud having plerced thirougt
i, & cruel thing, by Divine power. Then, as &
sceond Incomprehiensible, he sudd thet a wise
mau iu the Bible admitted that the same event
bappened to & man wnd s beast: aud further-
wore, s the last incomprehensible, the Bible
represented God as telling les, since He put s
Iylug spirit into the mouths of the propnets;
nud, teking all these three together, he could
uot believe the book s true, but fabulous, be-
onuse to him lncomprehensible,

After be hind concluded, 1 marched up to the
desk to take my turn, and, sfler stating my
1ight to be heard ou the question of nfidelity, |
pid that the geotlémuen who had epoken, aud
hid studied the Bible twenty years ago, quoles
i prssage, a8 he eays, from the Holy Book, as
Incomprehensible and fabuloos. It o happeus
that the book he quoles from W one of very
great autiquity, nod 1 can say that that passage
never cgine ont of the Bible; o that settles that
part ol the quostion. Bul i 1t érael to put au
awl through a man's enr, when his wife and
duuphters bave the operation periormed ! Then,
a¥ Lo the wise man who admitted that the same
event happened 1o o man and a beast; our friend
has omitted to state thut this 1s the confession
of n converted ntheiat; and in reply to woat be
suld nbont lyiug spirvits fu the mouths of the
prophets, I wonld sauy that, If that ba so, then
you are led |J_}‘ n lving spirit in the wouth of
your prophet ! This was severs, but I meant
thst be sbonld not mislesd the people.

The people took It up, and one person got up
and woyved that T shoald be allowed ap cxtra

“THE LORD WILL PROVIDE.”

A Bormon Delivered Yesterday Morniug,
in the Camtral Preasbyterian Ohucch, nt
Kighth and Cherry Stroets.

The Central Presbyterian Church, at the cor-
ner of Eighth sud Cherry streets, was yesterday
norning erowded to suffecation by those who
were desirous of listening to the great London
preacher. The serviges were opened by Lhe Rev,
Dr. Reed, paator ol the churgh, but the Rev.
Newman Hall, D, D,, himself rend the Scripture
lessonw, selectiug the 28d chapter of Genesis, the
3d of Galn'ians, and the lith of Hebrews. A
feryent prayer was offered by the veperable

Rev. T, H, Etocklon, formerly Chaplain to
Congres:,
Dr. Hull sonouneed ns bie text the worde

“Jehovah<firel,”™ from the 14 verse of the 224
chwpler of Genees, and procecded subsiantally
ps totlows:—

On occusiovs when God had yiibly Interposed
In thelr behalf, Gideon, Moscs, and Jacob had
erected ulinrs upon the spot, and given to It &
particular name. So when God luferposed ns
Abrahaty war about to sscrifice his ouly eon
lennc, and provided a substitute, Abratsm ballt
an slinr vpon the epot, and called the place
Jehovah-Jereh, In our own lives there sre muny
ingtances of Divine Interposition, In remdm-
Lrance of whick we might do Hkowlna,

Toe passnge 18 difticoit of Interpretation.
Amoneg other explanafcons, It has bheen sug-
goesied thet Abrabham so named the place bhe.

ciure he had spoken the sawe words when
journeying thither, As he wont, be carried the
wood snd the tire, but no vietim lor the sucri-
tiee. The Patrtarch doubtless went along dog-
godly, solemnly, and downenst, He wighed to
iupress upon Tsaig an entue confidence o God;
and 80, 1 answer (0 the question, *“Behold the
tire aud the wood: but where g the lumb for o
burnt-oflcring?™ im sald, “My son, God will
provide Himsell a lamb for & burnt-offeriug—
Jehovali<jireh,”

Let us conslider Abrahinm's fuith, as illostrated
by the circnmstances of 1he text, We are told
thut “God did tempt Abraham.” Now we
kuoow it to be lmpossible for @od to tempt noy
one to evil. With Him there *“‘is no variabie-
uees, pelther shadow of torning,” aond trom
Him cometh every good and perfect gift, But,
sithough He eannot lempt to evil, He may test
the faitn of His people, ns men test a rope to
learn 118 strength, Geod tests the [aith of His
sainis not to break it, but to prove and
strengthen it, The skill sand conrage of n great
general nre thus tested and strengthened by toe
daugers of the feld of battle,

God bad promised Abraham ason, who should
possess the lund whereln he was o strauger, anld
whose posterity should be as aunwmwerous ns the
sands ol tbe sea, Ishmael was not this son of
prophecy. How Abreham rejolced, therefore,
AL ti:n: birth of Isasc, aud the glorions prospects
held out by the promises of God. his son,
whom he loved, was bis most precious tressure.,
But when Abraham started upon bis journey
into the lud of Morink, was it for the purposy
of reahzing the promise thal his posterity should
be us the sunds of the ses, and that the
vust extent of territory betore him ehould
be thelr ivherilanee? How horrible must have
been to him the contemplation ol the encrifice
he wine about 10 make! Yot Abraham was tho-
roughly convineed of his duty, but this only
rendered his feelings more acute.

The difficulties presented by this passage of
Beripture are so great that some léarned men
bhave attempted to explain it in this way:—The
henthen nations sround Abraham ofered as
sacrifices to their gods the best they had, even
their own children, snd it has been claimed thay
Abrabom thought it was his doty Lo do as mach
o bonor of the Gud he worshipped., This theory
s oppored to the clear statemoents of the Bible,
God. would have the heathen nstions sround
undestind that His servant was willing 1o moke
such a spcrtfice, und He would test his faith.
But when Abiabam was found willlng, God -
terposed and showed o all ages His abhorience
ol ruch sacritlces,

Abrabam’s obedience was prompt,. Ho rose
up early in the morniog, Probably he did not
eyen gonsult his wite, Asa general rule, hus-
bands should' buve no secrets Irom their wivea;
bat in this cuse it was gifferent, The commund
whe 10 Abrabam and not to the boy's mother,
and the latter might have oblected snd persuaded
Abrsbham sealust 10, Delays are always dan-
perous, especially in matters of consolence and
religion,  So Abrabam rose up early in the
woruing to obey the command of God.

His obedicnce wis protracted. He did not
rench the designated place untal the third day.
While it is olten dificult for us to perlorm a
single duly, and we afterwards wonder how we
wore able to doit st all, it requires alill greater
resolution to go on day by day In its perform-
auce. Every step that Abrabam took was an
evidence of his faith, Abraham's obedignce was
persisient ulso. He might bhave made cvery

reparstion for the sacrifice, hopiog, snd trust-
ng that the two seryants whom he took with
him wight luterfere aL the last moment, to gave
Isape from death, In this way he might huve
argued that he would gain from Godthe merit
of a willinguess to make the sacrifice, aud yel
save thoe lite of hisson,

Bul to preveot suy interference on the part of
the servants, he left the servants behind when
he approached the place of sucrifice. Hix obedi-
ence was likewise truthlful; snd while he was
about to :.lm().' the commaud of God, he yet
trosted Him that He would keep His promises
with regard lo Ins posterity and their lnheric
unce, *“‘By fuith, he that h recelved the pro-
mises offered up his oply begotton Son, of whom
It was sald, That in lenac shall thy seed be
called, uccounting that God was able to ralso
him up even from the dead.”

Womay be quite sure that Abraham’s fallh
Wik agitited by many doubts and stroggles. We
ure vot always told hew the wind ehijted, but
only in what direotion it settled at last, He
may bavo asked blmself how he could retarn to
the boy's mother withont bim, But here faith
whispered Jehovahireh. He may have ques
tioned how he zould have carried out the dewd
with his own hand., He may haye thouzht that,
even \f he were willing, Isnat might not consent.
And what would become of his reputation for
humanity wud for o reliclon better than that
aroond bim?¥ But to all thoese doubts falth an-
swered Jehovahgireh; God neede, not fyour use-
fuluess, but yonr obedlence, and !'he will provide.

Then be way have thoueht he ought to be
careiul of Gud's reputstion, i not of his own,
but fusth agnin sdwouvished him thut it was
God's businesa to sttend to this, and man’
business {o obey, Then may have nricen the
guestion, How 18 the promiseio be falglied, if
Ienuc 18 klsin?  Bul here {aith answors that God
knows best how to reconcile Hin precepts and
His promises, and Abrabam belieyed In both,
nccountiug that God was able 10 ralee Tsane up,
even from the desd. God, who gave life, couln
restore W, i He pleased, It was the patcinreh’s
proviuce to fultl the precept, and God's pro-
vinee to fulfil the promise,

Taking the text as an iMostration of the mode
of salvalion, wo ure coutinually reminded that
our body wuet be provided for, and that God
will do {1, Much more will God ‘proyide tor the
soul, for which we cannot possibly proyvids.onr-
eclves. We ean In no way stonsfor oor fwults,
All of us stand guilty beford God, There be
death, and the judgment, sod elernily;: and how
can we escape from the God whoin we have
ollended ¥

Treditlon saye that Bolomon bullt his tomple
upon Lhe very spot named in the text, At any
rute, it was in the same reglon of country, and
suout the spot whereon Jesus was offered.

Ve reecived the con mand of the Lord, Avrahinm
lvoked o Irmac o8 s dead man, and his rescoe
was like his restora*ion from ibe dewd. On the
first day of the Aouney Tsnao was slain, and on
the third day he wss received back irom the
dead, os was Ohrist,

Christ died for us beosuse God first loved ue,
Il He has provided the subshiute, will we not
secept it and at leastobey? W can rest assured
that tbere is enough for all. We must soknow-
ledge that we bave forfeited all clalms upon
life, and are worthy ol death, We must be ready
ta ale for our faults, and then thankfully accept
the snbstitute which God has provided. Justice
has clnims on all of us—not equally—lor each
of us hus hispartionlar way of sioning, although
every way lends nlike from God and salvation.
Yet, althongh we cannot justily ourselves, o
Lamb hes been provided by God, and uot one
of ud ueed be oflered up as a sacriice. Bo we
should confess that we deserve to  die,
and ot once receive with joy the substitute,
relylvg upon it, When Justice comes with her
scnlos pud welghs ua in the balance, and dnds
us wanting, all we can say s Jehooahgiren !
When the rusty bolis of the deep wnults of
memory are drawn back, and hideous ghoste
come forth ang point their skeéléeton fingers at
us, there Ia nothing that can ullny them but the
words Jehovah jireh !

Jesus gave in
answer the words of the text, Itis possible to be
buried in solving the mystenes conunected with
it, and yet it wins the Iq'mat end of religion—our
own duty and personal salvation,

In the eame ¢ the bhas reproved
geolarign influences, The Jews re ed all
other natione ss heathens and outeasts, and that
all of thelr pationality would be saved, because
of their descent from Abrahsm., Lattudins-
naniem saud exclusiveness are thus generally
found together. But bow many will we see in
Heuven whom we did not expeet to meet there,
and bow many will be excluded who now expect
to get in !
